OBINESE EXOLUSIVENESS IN 
RONGKONG. 

The following are the concluding para- 
graphs of Dr Fitel’s ‘History of Hong- 
kong’ summing up the period extending 
from 1854 to 1882. 

Aa rogards the general attitudes of the 
Chinese community, it seems that, in pro- 
‘ortion as the leading Qbinese residents 
earned, towards the ond of this epoch, to 
understand the priociples of British com- 
munal liberty, there appeared among them 
a tendency to rotire into theit own shell, 
deliberately refusing any identification with 
the European community. The persistent 
refusal to adopt European costume or 
English ways of living, the uniform aver- 
sion to participation in local politics 
coupled with a deep-seated anxiety to keop 
on good terma with Chincse Mandarindom 
even when it blockaded thp port to throttle 
their trade, the steady increase of Chineso 
joint-stock companies from which foreiga 
investors wore jealously: excluded, tho 
readinesa of secret combination to retaliate 


a gonoral striko,—ail thesa symptoms of 
Ohineso claunish exclusivism, notural 
enough in people whose just liberties have 
for centuries beon invaded by despotic 
rulers, clearly indicate that on the Ohinese 
side there is, as yet, 20 desira to see the 
charm that still’ separates Chineso and 
Earopean fife in this Oolony, bridged over. 
Tho educational history-of this period Is 
characterized by the continyied snbordina- 
tion of English to Obinesd tesching and 
by the deliberate abandonment, on tho 
part of the Government, the foreign com: 
Tounily and some of lhe missionaries, of 
the principle of religious education. Half- 
hearted roligionism had clearly foiled dor. 
ing tho preceding poriod, but the secular 
education now. tentatively purausd was 
likewise bound to fail eo long as insufficient 
attention was bostowed on o general premo- 
tion of the English Jangusgs, There was, 
during ‘this period, hardly 6 thancht of 
aiming at that regencration of the Chinese 
community which would raise them to the 
level vf tha EBuropesns The rey-nera- 
tion of ‘8 community con only 
esmo from the education of the in- 
dividual ond until English education 
is fostered and honoured. in Aongkong 
more than it bas been hitherto, the Oolony 
will lag behind its full monsuro. of unity 
and strength. : 

Bo far, however, tho bistory of Hongkong 
has on the whole been the.gancral dawning 
ofa bright success. Qur hope of the faturs 
is but the memory of tho pist reversed.
